It Is’not'long since the League 
of Nations Union met in conference 
at the London Guildhall ‘in order 
to discuss international economic 
affairs, but even in the short. in- 
terim since. mid-December . last 
many of the recommendations then 
made are already going into opera-~ 
tion. The’ report is now’ {ssued, 
entitled “World Prosperity and 
Pence,” .published by. P. 8. King 
and Son,, Westminster. 

Mr. Goodenough, chairman pf 
Barclays Bank, ‘contributes a fore- 
word to the compilation, in which 
he-urges the reduction of inter- 
national trade barriers. as a “na- 
tural corollary of'the stabilisattion 
of currencies and the reform of 
national’ Governmental finance.” 
This was one of the chief topics of 
the conference, which attracted 
some great British industrialists 
like Sir Hugh Bell, Sir-Alan Ander- 
son, Mr, Walter, Runciman, Sir 
Arthur Balfour,. Mr. Arthur’ Pugh 
and many others.

liberty in ‘general.trade and com- 
merce: To a large extent these 
various restrictions had been creat. 
edby and since the war which’ mo- 
mentous episode alone lent them 
some.justification as temporary ex- 
pedients. 

The question of Britain taking 
the lead, Mr. Walter Runcinman 
M.P., pointed out, was acceptable, 
if only other countries also agreed 
to follow’ suit, .He favoured the: 
view that Central European coun- 
tries should give the lead which, he 
thought, would be swiftly followed 
in the east and in the west.’ Mr, 
Runciman advocated a policy of 
Free Trade within the British Em- 
‘pire, and failing that, -completely- 
Free Trade Europe. Neither 
policy, however, is likely to com- 
mend itself so long as_ there, ‘re- 
main States which maintain their 
barriers, a policy which Mr. Philip 
Snowden finds most aggressive 
among new and small States; these 
he said, by implication, are suffer-. 
ing pretty, badly from “swelled 
heads.” Mr. P. J. H.. Hannon, 
‘M.P., agreed with Mr. Snowden, 
holding that “the wild spirit of

Mr. Arthur Pugh, secretary of

BIGGEST YET BUILT “TO CALL,

The LZ, 127, the biggest Zeppelin 
airship ever built, {8 expected to 
visit England about the end of July.
